The life of Ferdinand De Lenepe, 
which hat> just dosed in a numaer so 
pathetic as to partake almoel of trage- 
dy, had ite rise, its high noon, its msl- 
lowed aftemoou, its heavy cload, its 
MBMt and iU midnigbt. The Pari* 
eom ep o i ident of a large Amerioaa 
Mwraaper •yndieate, under date of Jan. 
M, iwS. wrote: "The most poputar 
man In Fkanoe todaj if naqaeBtlonably 
Veidinand De LeiBepa. This is due to 
aereval caniea. In the first place, his 
life work—the atapendoiu Soei ooaoep- 
tlon— baa been a moat brilliant anooeas. 
TIm world, wbioh baa not even ene 
word of sympathy for him who faili, is 
erer ready to prostrate itnlf bafoae bim 
who triompba. Bat tbia wonhlp of 
tbe 'great Irenchman,* as M. De Lea- 
aepa Is now generally called, ia te be at- 
trumted more to tbe adniirabla tralta of 
oharaoter of the man himaeU than to 
tbe merit of what he baa done." 

And yet bmt eicht years later, or Feb. 
9, 1898, this aame FeidiaaBd De Les- 
sepa, who bad ix t^u for yeaia the idol of 
the French iKiuplu, waa saDtenoed to 
imprisonment lor live years for the part 
he played in connection w ith tbe Pan- 
aiim cunul luauH. The oufortouate old 
mail, Kirit'Uuu by the disgrace which 
b;ul come upou him like a thunderbolt 
troiu a tl'';vr sky, and borno down by 
the weigla of t'ouiscore years and 
eiglit, tiiiw \v:iv Vitiuoath tiio blow.

S. 1., was Ihh ii at Vi r-iaillis, Ir.iMci', 
Nov. 19, 18or>. ill 1 -jjs ;i,' t utfi-wl tho 
diplomatic stirvico au an attac'lu; of tho 
ooiisuiuto at Lisbon, and Kul)8eiiueutly 
served lu likt; iKjsitums olhcwliero. liu 
was oousal at Barcelona lu 1M:J whoii 
that city was bombarded, and wius /i-al- 
ous m tho protection of tlio hvis and 
property of French citizisa.s and alfordt'd 
an asylum to .Spaniards on boai(i the 
vebsfis of the Fronch fleet, tiv wiia 
amoii>{ the lir.st to urge tho oxpiwliency 
of coiiatructinR ii canal across th« Isth- 
mus !Sutv., counticliufj the Mfditer- 
raufuu with tho Red .soa. After unre- 
mitting effort for many y<,'ar» he ob- 
tamed a liriuan from Said Pushu iu 
18A4, and enlLsting French and English 
capitalists undertook the work, which 
waa vigoroasly prosecuted to completion 
despite many obstadeH that would have 
discouraged a leas resolnte man. 

The viceroy of Egypt granted a eon- 
eesaion in lb5<i. The practicability of 
the project wad rjnestioued by many of 
the most eminent ougineurs of the 
world, and be was ridiculed all over 
Snrope, and ecpecially by English ou- 

{Ineen. The work was begun in ibQU. 
t aooD commanded the attention of 
nurious goTemments, wbioh subscribed 
UbatraUy to the ondertaking as the work 
proip'oaaed and ita practiasibllity became 
aMimd, The Turkish government 
tendaMd rabitantial help, but tbia waa 
conatmadaaMi attempt to strengthefi 
the politioal power of the porte in 
Egypt and waa reaiitad br the other 
powers interested, prindpally Qreat 
Britain and SVanoe. Work waa sus- 
pended for a time on adooont of theae 
complications, bat finally the matter 
wMt snb'nitted to arUtMtlon aii4 Mtia> 
factorily adjosteu. 

A canal of suiHdent depth to admit 
of the pasiioije of small steam veesela 
was opened Aug. 16, lo06, and by de- 
grees tbe channel was deepened and en- 
larged so that sinall ships and sohoouors 
were enabled to pass through iu March, 
lHti7. 

Aug. 1."), IHii'J, the waters of the Med- 
iterranean niinirlod with those of the 
Red seu, anti llm formal opouing of tho 
canal was celubraunl witli great pomp 
uud rejoicing' at Suez, and on Nov. 18 
the canal was lovmally i^pi utnl to l-'ort 
Haid. Reiivosi'iitatives of all tlie prin- 
cipal governiiu'iits of JOurope were pres- 
ent on this occasion, and liie fetes were 
among the most inipotUiig ever witnessed 
in mo<ieru times. A grand processional 
fleet, consisting of 40 vessels, sueeess- 
fuUy ma<le the passage from Port .Said 
to Ismailiu. 

A few days after this event M. Ue 
Lesseps inurned Mile. Anturd de Brag- 
ard, a young creoie of Lnglish contrao- 
tiou and considerable wealth. Ho re- 
ceived honorable decorations from near- 
ly every goverumeut of Europe. Ijueeu 
Vlatoria's gift waa his uumiuatiou gf au 



nonorary knight gran'l iMtimiander of 
the Order of tho Star of India. Tlio 
freedom of the city of Lon(ion was aiso 
presented to him. In 1S73 he was 
chosen a free member of tho French 
academy. He published a history of 
the cunol iu IMo. In ISfsi he was elect- 
ed president of tho French Geographi- 
cal society. The English government 
endeavored to secure his services iu cut- 
ting a second canal, but the nogotia 
tions fell through owing to opposition 
in the honae of commons aud the subse- 
quent absorption of English capitalists 
of a coutrolliug interest in the existing 
canal. 

Turning his attention to the ne\t 
world, M. De Lesseps undertook the 
oonstraction of the canal across tlie 
Isthmtu of Panama. The original cap- 
ital of tbe company. 000.000,000 francs, 
waa e»haaataa. wlwn the anbaoribar* 
refoaed to adtaiiee man ntmvr, and 
the enterprlae waa abandoned. De 
Laeaepa' prlTato fortone waa alao ab- 
■orbed in tbe undertaking, and he was 
left comparatively poor. He continued 
bia efforia to procure means with which 
to proseomte tbe work, bat capital was 
timid, and ha waa unable to prooore tbe 
neoeasary aadatanoe. 

Then came the report of fraud in oon- 
neotion with tbe Panama canal loan 
and lottery schemes. At first bat a 
murmur, it became a rumble which de- 
veloped into a roar when Deroulede 
conunmitted suicide and the damning 
revelations against pr(jniiueut French- 
men were publisliod. The 8t<irin shiv- 
ered honored names and tore exalted 
reputations to tatters iu its fury, which 
oiumiiiated wheu the aged De Lesseps 
stood with bent skkuulilerH, moist eyes 
and quivering chin and heard the pte- 
sidlug magistrate pronounc« tlie words 
which consigned him to a prison cell 
for five years De l>es-' [)s was .tunned. 
The «>nt<iiice ha»i <lo>rr".ved his ile^ire 
to live, and them oforw ard up to tlie 
time of his death life was to hini but a 
series of meclimucal prm e^ses. De Les- 
seps had osperieuced the exaltation of 
houors; he also fell tiM hopeloM deapair 
of disgrace.

— Two 
masked men forced an entrance into thii 
house of Thomas Edgiugtou betweeu I J 
aud 1 o'clock yesterday morning, aud in 
the pr«seuee of his wife aud five chil- 
dr«u shot bim dead. Edgiogton iumpeil 
out of bed when he diseovered the men 
and was grabbed by one of them while 
the other pat a ballet in his brain. 

Edgiugtou has becu anouymousiy 
warned several tiiaos by White Caps 
about abusing his familv. It is thought 
that the White Cape' iatentioM waa to 
giv« Bdgington a severe thraahiaf , but 
upon meeting with lesistanae, they 
killed him for fear of being reoogniaed. 
There is no clew whatever to the perpe- 
trators of the dead. Offloera are mak- 
ing evary affert to ai^rahend the gnilty 
partiea.

The Turks Continue to Mur- 
der the Armenians.

A Town of Ttrelvo iluudred Hoiue* Set on 
VIro bjr TarkMi Soldlefe aMI Batlrely 
DMtroycd— Archbishop NlgohM Soized 
and Titken to Hnijrrna In Chains— IIIn 
Fate Is at Pretcut I'ukiiowii. 

Atukns, Dec. 8.— A farther story of 
outrage by Tnrka baa been told here by 

an eye-witness of the oceurrr uoo. An 
Armeuian has jnst arriv(^d in this city 
from Hadjiu, an Armenian town. fro;u 
which plaoo he escaped shortly after ttiu 
outrage waa perpetrated. Iladjin is, or 
rather waa, a town of 1,300 wooden 
honaea, aitnatad near Maraab. Tbe 
rofngen statea that on the night of Oct. 
2.3 four Turkish officers ond two gon- 
daruies set fire U) tho town, using 
petroleum to cause tho more rapid 
spread of the flames. 

An Armenian named Merdakian 
Gterabed, with hia mother, witne8.<ied 
tl;0 iuopudiarios at their ^^>rk, iin criiMl 
for help. A Turkish othoial, who was 
uppealwl to to *ctid aid to extinguish 
the fire, refused to permit any ansist- 
nuce. (iorabed was seized by urder cif 
the otficiiils and tljro'A ii int ) prison. 
Throe days lattir ( loraVx^d wius killo i, 
and his body was thrown iuto the ruins 
uf his burned house. 

Two refngeeri hiivs also arrived here 
from Zeitun. They ^,tatu that Tiirki -'i 
troo])s BNieeil Archbishop Isigohoe iu the 
mouastei-y of Foamout, near Zeitun, 
togetlier with II residents of the village 
of Zeitun. AU the prisoners were t(^en 
in chaina to Smyraia, 11 daya ago. 
Their f ato ia unknown. 

WILL ACT INdlPENDKNTLV. 

Aa Aworlonn Will Aeoompany tha Turk- 
ish Comoalsslon of Inquiry. 
WaOHWOTo.v, Doc. h.— I'li^sident 
Cleveland has rec«u«id«red his original 
iuteutioii and decided to send au Aiuer- 
icoa delegate with the Turkiah commis- 
sion to inquire into the Armenian out- 
ragea. 

Until Tory recently the department 
haa been aooh tall the dark official^ as 
te tho AmiMdaa tronbles, hot at last 
information waa reoeived that warrant- 
ed action and this baa been as uu- 
aoonoed. 

The coarse pursued by the United 
States has bean marked by great pru- 
dence and a desire to refraiu as far us 

tbe dictates of humanity would permit 
from any entanglement in European 
politics. 

As the signatory pewers of the Ber- 
lin ttaaty at the close of the Tuico- 
Kusslaa war had booud ihem.sulves to 
look after the welfare of C'.ivir.iiaa-, m 
Turkey, it would have been an iin\s;ir- 
ruuted iutorfnrenee by the L'li'tcd 
{states in the artuirs of those coimun s 
Inid we taken any stcjw, without sohci- 
tatiou from »)ne or nioie of these powers 
beyond caring for tlie interests of 
UniUid Htates citivens iu 'I'lU'key. rio 
wheu Turki;y ie(iiie>t. (i L'lnicd .Stlltis 
Jlinisler Terrell to naino it member of 
the eoiuiiuh^ib 111 of inquiry, the request 
was for poiiticul reasons, deelined. 

Tuj'key had uiit orally turned lirst to 
the Uuited btates its the only Cliristiiin 
power whobe cuariusions would be like- 
ly to carry weight with the Christiau 
world, iU)on wIiohu ubaiolute disinterest- 
edness she could rely. The great Chris- 
tian nations of Europe w«ru all under 
suspicion of having designs upou Turk- 
ish iutogrity, yet it wus necessary, in 
order to stem tho tide of ri.sing indigua- 
tiou, to place a Christian ou the com- 
mission of inquiry if its fiudings were 
to be conclusive upou Europe. 

The United States having declined to 
join iu the commission, however, the 
porte was oblige<l to yield to the extent 
of permitting the European govern- 
ments to uame commissioners. Up to 
this point the government bad been in 
doebt as to the reality of the reported 
outrages. Tbe Turkish goverumeut hod 
declared posilivaly thM tbe Armeniau 
affair was nothtaiff but a rebellion, aud 
that it had been suppressed in a legiti- 
mate manner. There had been u bat- 
tle, some 00 or 70 Tarkiah soldiara had 
been killed, and tho lobola had loat 
about WO 01- eoo man. 

But at thia jnaotlon oame reports 
from truatod agenta diaorediting the of- 
ficial roporto of tho ToiUah govern- 
nont, aad affording r aaa e nfor tbe be- 
Bdf that the Arynlaat had been terri- 
bly oatragod. Than Qreat Britain ap- 
pealed to the United ttatea in the in- 
terest of abaolato jostioe, and to ensure 
arepert above su^ploion and beyond 
coutravontlon by kho Torka thamaolvea, 
to appoint a mombar of tho oommiMiou 
of inquiry. 

Thia appeal tamed the tide and in- 
daoed the president to reconsider his first 
decision. Bat to avoid an appearance of 
eutanglement of other powers which 
might reanlt in the end in making 
the United Btotea an active party to a 
oontrororay with whioh it is ooutonded 
it bad properly nothing to do, be de- 
oided that the American representa- 
tive should, while aooompanying the 
commission, act with abaolnto inde- 
pendence, should hear and see what he 
could in Armenia, and instead of join- 
iug in the conclusions of tbe oommis 
siou, should submit a special report to 
the state department. 

Probably because of his uearuess to 
the scene of the trouble aud also his an- 
tecedeuts, MiloA. Jevvett, United States 
consul at bivos, w<u t>eleeted lo act as 
the ropresentatiVB of tho Uuited States 
iu making tho investigation. Mr. Jow- 
ett was born in 8ivus, Turkey, of Ameri- 
can parents, his father Imiug a mission- 
arv. He caiue to the Uuited btates in

Chicaoo, Dec. 8.— The dead body of 
A. D. Barnes, janitor of the Hiawatha 
building, at 268 Thirty-seventh street, 
was found yesterday" morniu;: jammed 
into a packing ease wliirh had l)ecu 
thrust iuto a hole beueatli the sidewalk 
ou South Park avenue, between Sixty* 
third aud Hixty-fourth streets. 

The body, which was naked with the 
exception of a pair of socks, bore over a 
score of ugly wounds, half of them enf- 
ficient to cause death, even if tho man 
had sustained no further iujury than 
the one blow. The wounds had evi- 
dently been inflicted with both tho out- 
ting edge aud tho blimt aide of an as 
ana covered tbe body from the right 
tompla down to the kueee. 

Two men are iu custody eharged with 
the crime, Edward Jordan, the assistant 
janitm. and Lewia Jersey, a man of no 
oooapation. 

TMeriBO waa imqaostionably com- 
■dttod in tha basement of the boose, aa 
tho pohoo diaoovored there latoyestor- 
day afternoon the clothes worn by 
Bunes when laat seen alive, and the 
blood kineiired ax. Signs of a struggle 
were plamlv visible, shewing that 
Barnes must have made a hard tight. 

No other motive than that of robbery 
ia ascrilHid for tho crime, for Barnes 
as far as kaowu had no enemies, aad a 
watch and $30 in money, which he had 
on his person when last seen, are miss- 
ing. The pu'iee are also looking for 
Annie -Mahaiiey, a girl with whom. 
Uurues was at one time vary lutimaio. 
Tnt^ri' is uo especial elew leading up to 
her, howfver 

After klHuig Daruos iu the basement 
the murdi>rers eudeavoryd tu >huve the 
body face downward into a puukmg 
case -i l-~ feer loii;^. J fuet wide aud 10 
iuches deep. In ord( r lo force the body 
in the Ic^'s had bet n bent under the 
trunk .lud ibe nglit lej^ broken above 
the knee in onli r Ui fac ilitate the pack- 
ing ojjeratioii. Tie- left hip had been 
slashed and ]i(:uii'U)i| with the ax in 
order to all.iw tlic l>endinK of the body, 
iu addition to these wounds there was 
a three-ri)riicir(l hole in the left tuinple 
'J'he budy li.icked in >uch a manner 
a.-, to make ii aupear that the murderers 
had roiled it iver aud over, and chopped 
at It just as though it was uotliiug but 
a log of wood. 

In the Ilkix with th'; body were .seven 
pieces of ciii pet v. lucli had uuce bv- 
lougod to the I'uilnian company, aud a 
bujjoh of woinuu's hair, which, how- 
ever, had evidently beeu picked up 
with one of the pieces of carpet. 

The evidence against Jordan is chiefly 
of his own admissions. He c.illed at 
the morgue t« see if hr could ideutify 
the iHxly, thinkiug, ho said, that it 
might be barucs, wh(.im he had not 
seuu siuct! Tuesday. He at ouce identi- 
fied the budy as that of Barnes. It was 
conclusively proven that he had beeu 
with Barnes later than that and had 
been several times in the basement of 
the building since Wednesdav uight, 
wheu the murder waa probably com* 
mitted, and had made no report uf tho 
blood stains. Also in his coat pookot 
were fotmd several pieoea of carpet 
identical with that foond with tho 
body. Theae tbinga decided tha BOUoo 
to take him into dnatody, althoogh ho 
and Janoy both atosfly deny hhTlag 
any kaowl odgo ct tho criMO.

before Judfie Jackson in tha Uriminal 

Court and attacked the gongtitnttoaaiity 

of the election law. 

The claim that the election law, or 
part of it, is unconstitutional ia baaed on 
the fact that at its final paaaage it did 
not receive a yea-aud-nea vote. As au- 
thority for this stand the attorneys will 
cite the deoison of the Ooart of Appeals 
in the World's Fair case. 

The Kentucky Board of Managers of 
the World'a Fair bnnight stiit to compel 
.Auditor Xorman to pay over to X\wm tlic 
appropriaton made by the LeKialaturc. 
Tho Auditor had refused to pay the 
amount on the ground that the act an- 
tltorizing the appropriaton had never 
heroine a law lor the reason that at its 
final passage it was not adopted by a yea- 
and-nay vote. 

The Court of Appeals held, Jndge 
Holt delivering the opinion and Judge 
Bennett and Lewis concnrrlng, that, un- 
der Section 4fl of the Constitution, no bill 
could become a law unleaa voted for by 
two-flftha of the members of the General 
As.seiuhly, and tliat it must he recorded 
by aye-and-no vote and. entered in the 
jonrnal. 

The House amended the World's Fair 
hill and it went back to the Senate tor 
concurrence. That body :i> icjited the 
amendments viva voce. The Court of 
Appeals held that a yea-and-nay vote 
should have been taken, the bill having' 
been up by reason of the amendment for 
final adoption as a whole. 

In tho election law passed in the 
Senate tbe Uotise added more than 
twenty amendments. The bill was sent 
h.ii-k to the Senate as amended and con- 
curred in, but the bill never had a final 
passage hi the meaning of Section 46 of 
the Constitution, so Mes-sr?. Dulaney and 
Alexander claim, under the construction 
of the Court of Appeals. 

After the Governor had vetoed tlie 
Revenue and Corporation bill, the pres- 
ent Chief Justice, Quigley, reintroduced 
the Election bill in the House and it waa 
indefinitely postponed. Judge Quigley 
at that time, so Dolaney and Alexander 
hold, felt that tha present election law 
waa not passed in aooordanoa with the 
provisions ot Saotion 46 of the Oooatitu- 

tion.

Brtof mention waa made yeaterday of 
the dMth, • few days ago at Brooklyn, of 

General Stephen G. Barbridge, who oom- 
manded tlie department of Kentucky for 
lome time daring tha war. He was guilty 
of acta while thns engaged which, the 
Courier-Journal says, his friends defendec 
as neoOMary severity, but which others 
even amont; those who fonght for the 
same cause, stiKni'^ti/.ed as outrages on 
the name of humanity. It seems to have 
been a prime object with General Bur- 
bridge to put down gnerrllla warfare in 
this State, and it was cliarKoil tfiat he 
made it a practice to further this object 
by noting the places where depredations 
attenile 1 witli loss of life had been com 
mitted by the guerrillas and there shoot- 
ing a nomber of Confederate pitooners of 
war equal to that of tht lives sacrificed 
by the guerrillas. 

Forty-two of Morgan's men were one 
day captured at Greensburg, and thirty 
eight of these were taken to Branden' 
burjt and shot to death under Burbridne'e 
orders. One Federal soldier had been 
killed there by guerrillas. 

One of the victims of these outrages 
was young Hunt, of this city, who with 
some companions, was put to death at 
Midway. 

The Courier-Journal says: "After the 
war Bnrbrldge was denonnoed by some 

men who fouglit on tlu! N()rthern, a.-< 
well as by those who fought on the 
Sontheni ride. Ck>lonel B. M. Kelly, of 
Loui.svillp, once camo very near fightinp; 
a duel with him, but tlie atl'air was 
pacifically ended \ty the interposition of 
mutual friends. Thomas AI. Green, a 
stanch Union man, accused him, in the 
columns of the Cincinnati Commercial, 
of having hanged ttiree men merely be- 
cause they were known to have enlisted 
in the Confederate army, and witli having 
issued his famous 'Hog Order' for the 
financial advantage of a brother who 
carried on biisinej^s in Maysville. The 
following is a copy of this famous order : 
"LExiNflTON, Ky., November 1, IStvi. 
"Colonel T. B. Falrley. LouUrlUc, Ky.— Have 
the order asked (or by Major Symonds publl.slied 
la all Ibe papers, that no more hogs be shipped 
oat of Ute State until (unher orders. 

"8. J. BuKBBiDOB, Major General." 
"Captain James Blackbdm accused him 
of having held a prisoner of war to ran- 
som. To ail these strictures Burbridge 
replied in a lengthy addreis to his 'fellow 
Kentnckians,' which was published in 
the Cincinnati Commercial. In his ad- 
dress he is at much pains to prove the 
reality of the evil of brigandage, which 
his severities were designated to suppress, 
but is not clearly successful in identify- 
ing the peculiarly grim means selected 
by him, and at tfae conclusion he weak- 
ens his whole plea by as8ertin>r that one 
finger of any Kentuckian that drew a 
trigger for the Union was worth the lives 
of any four wlio fon;.'lit airainst it." 

The Lexington Transcript says : " Capt. 
Pete Everett, now in the Lexington In- 
sane Asylum, who commanded a com- 
pany of Confederate Cavalry raised in 
Montgomery County, and who was a 
most daring and active soldier, made 8e%'- 
•ral attempts to capture Burbridge. In 
one of these he stopped and burned a 
train a few miles north of Cynthiana. 
He had intelligence that Burbridge 
iroold be on the train, but by chance he 
was not There was an intense desire to 
capture him, but he was never taken, 
and when the war closed he left Ken- 
tucky. His death will revive recoilec- 
ticoi of those troublous timaa when dMth 
stalked through the land and tht lOil 
was stained with blood."
